If lumber is kiln 
dried too much, doors and windows are liable to expand when in use. If kiln 
dried too little, heat in a building is liable to cause shrinkage. Therefore, all 
lumber before it enters into our finished products is subjected to a laboratory 
test to determine the exact moisture content, before the material can be used. 
Hence, the millwork used in our Modern Homes is entirely dependable and 
less liable to shrinkage, expansion or warping than millwork made in the cus- 
tomary way, or according to old processes. 

Our Great Transfer System 

All lumber carried in the Storage Warehouse (see illustration at top of this 
page) is carefully piled on movable trucks at the time the lumber is graded out 
of the incoming cars.

WHILE THE AUBURN, being only 18 feet 
wide, is well suited for a narrow lot, it will 
look very well on a wider lot.

The Living: Room. One enters the living room 
through a beautiful glazed door with side lights. The 
first impression is the large size of the rooms. The 
living room, dining room, and music room are 
separated by wide cased openings, giving one a feel- 
ing of spacious living quarters. The living room, 
with music room, is 24 feet 10 inches long by nearly 
14 feet wide.
